‘Cross the Ocean.

AKRON (0.) Aug. 28.—Melvin 
Vaniman’s balloon, qith which he and 
five others will attempt to fly across 
the Atlantic Ocean, October 22, was 
shipped from Akron to Atlantic City 
today, having just been completed in 
a local factory. The airship will be 
christened the Akron. 


the first class ever built this side of the 
Atlantic. It is 268 feet long, or about 
thirty feet longer than the “America,” 
which was lost in the ocean as a sequel 
to the Walter Wellman expedition last 
year. Filled with pure hydrogen it 
will have an atmospheric displacement 
of 350,000 cubic feet and a gross lift- 
ing power of 26,000 potinds. With the 
car and engines attached, it will have 
a net capacity of 12,000 pounds or 
about eighty persons. 

The “Akron” is made of 2200 pieces 
of tough fabric. ‘The propellers each 
will be driven by a gasoline engine of 
a hundred horse power. The gas bag is 
cigar-shaped with an extreme. diam- 
eter of forty-five feet.

The War, Day by Day, Fifty Years Ago. 


August 29, 1861—Lafayette C. Baker Was Engaged in 

Dangerous and Important Secret Service for “the Fed- 
eral Government—His Journey to and Re-\' 
turn on the Eve of Bull Run. 


(Copyright, 191i, by Associated Literary Press | 
IFTY years ago today Lafayette C. 
Baker, a native of New York 
State, who until the beginning of 

the war had for some years resided in 

San Francisco, where he was a mem- 

ber of the famous vigilance commit- 

tee, was engaged in dangerous and 
important secret service for the Fed- 
eral government. 

In the northern cities were mer- 
chants eager to sell war supplies to 
the Confederacy, ani the shipping of 
these supplies formed a _ profitable 
though hazardous business. In the 
summer of 1861, Gen. Baker—as he 
was afterward known for his ultimate 
service in the army—was engaged in 
ferreting out these enterprising trad- 
ers. 

An earlier episode in Gen. Baker's 
career as a government agent was of 
a still more exciting mature, for in 
June, 1861, he succeeded in visiting 
Richmond as a «spy, and returning 
safely to Washington. 

The story of how he entered and 
left Richmond is the most interesting 
chapter in the first year of his career 
as a secret service agent. 

Mr. Baker had gone to Washington 
early in June, 1861, t& offer his serv- 
ices to the government in any position 
he could secure. While there he met 
several influential friefida, who hai 
known of his connection with the vigi- 
lance committee in San Francisco, and 
who suggested to him that he offer 
himeelf as a spy or scout to the War 
Department. 

Accompanied by Hon. William D. 
Kelly of Pennsylvania and Hon. D. G. 
Wright of: California, Mr. Baer had 
called on Gen. Scott. As a result of 
his interview with the commander of 
the army he had been authorized to 
make a @ip to Richmond to obtain 
military information. 

The undertaking was an extremely 
hazardous one at the time, for the 
Confederate army was concentrating 
at Manassas for the battle of Bull Run 
and every road in Virginia was 
watched by pickets or volunteers. 
Taken Prisoner. 


Leaving Washington lisguised as an 
itinerant photographer, Mr. Baker 
crossed the Potomac. Four miles out 
he encountered the pickets of the 
Second Maine Regiment. He wag taken 
to headquarters and, after a good din- 


ner proposed that he make a photo-| 


graph of the campground. In order to 
do this, he said, he must cross to the 
woods on the farther side of the field. 
Here he began to run. He was halted 
by a sentry and taken ~»before the 
colonel, who sent him back to Wash- 


ington unter guard. Gen. Seott 
promptiy ordered his release. 
Next day he walked down the 


Marylagd side of the Potomac thirty- 

five mites to Port Tobacco, where, for 

a $20 gold piece, a negro next morning 

ferried him across the Potomac to V ir- 
ginia. 

He was but four miles on his way 
after landing when he met two sol- 
diera, Who made him prisoner. it 
chanced that they were near a beer 
shop, and the prisoner was so generous 
with his money here that the soldiers 
let him go. He had not traveled far 
when he met four cavalrymen, who 
came upon him suddenly and, draw- 
ing their sabers, commanded him to 
surrender. They searched him and 
found on his person several letters of 
introduction to persons in Richmond. 

Baker was now taken to Brents- 
ville and into the presence of Gen. 
Bonham, who denounced him as a 
Yankee spy and sent him to Manas- 
sas Junction. It was an all night's 
walk. 

After a brief sleep the spy was tak- 
en before Gen. Beauregard, who 
questioned him closely. Baker de- 
clared that his name was Samuel 
Munson, that he formerly lived at 
Knoxville, Tenn., but had been for 
ten years in California, and that he 
was going to Richmond to settle some 
business connected with a land claim 
in California. He displayed papers 
relating to a claim. 

Gen. Beauregard was unconvinced 
and ordered him to be put into the 
guard house, a sort of stockade. Hav- 
ing given the officer in command 
there a $20 gold piece to buy him 
some breakfast, he was given per- 
mission to take a walk around 
the camp accompanied by a guard. 
In this way he was enabled to make 
a critical inspection of the troops 
at Manassas. 

Spy Against Spy. 

On his return to the guardhouse/ 
Baker was approached by a young 
woman who was distributing tracts. 
She asked him if he was a (hrist- 
lan, told him that her sympathies 
were all with the North, although she 
had lived tin the South, and in the 
course of a conversation lasting sev- 
eral minutes asked him many ques- 
tions about the northern armies. 

It Was a case of one spy trying to 
quiz another, for the woman was in 
the secret service of the Confeder- 
acy and had been employed to lead 
Baker into some compromising ad- 
mission, if possible. 

From Manassas Baker was sent by 
train at night to Richmond, where 
he was conveyed to a ioft in the 
third story of an engine house, under 
a guard of two soldiers. 

On the fourth or fifth day of his 
confinement he was told that Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis wished to see 
him, and was forthwith escorted to 
the Spettswood Hotel. He found the 
President of the Confederacy in a 
front parlor, connected with a bed- 
room. weather was warm and 
| Davis wore simply a light linen coat 
without vest, collar or cravat. 

Pixing his keen gaze upon the

After many more questions Baker 
was taken back to his loft. Three 
days later he was again taken before 
‘Davis and again questioned. At the

During the catechism of Baker, 


Robert Toombs, the Confederate Sec- 
retary of State, had lain on a lounge 
in the room. Toombs now raised 
himself and nodded to Davis, who 
said: “Be seated, sir. Do you know 
this man?” 

The stranger looked at Baker, hes- 
itated a second, and answered, “Yes, 
I know him, but I can’t tell his 
name, just now.” 

“My name is Munson of Knox- 
ville,” said Baker. “Don’t you re- 
member Judge Munson’s son who 
went to California?’ 

“What, Sam Munson?” 

“That's my name.’ 

“Oh, yes,” said Brock, turning to 
Davis, “now I remember him. Yes, 
I know him very well.” 

Next morning Brock went to the 
loft and had a long interview with 
Baker, who was able to convince him 
that he was really Munson. Two 
days later, Baker was released on 
giving his parole that he would not 
leave the city of Richmond without 
orders from the provost marshal. 

Walking through a street a few 
days later Baker was accosted by a 
man who slapped him on the shoul- 
der and said, “Hullo, Baker. What 
are you doing here?” 

Here was another tight place, for 
the man had traveled with him to 
California. But Baker persisted that 
his name was Munson and that he 
had never seen the person address- 
ing him before in his life. 

“Well,” said the other, turning 
away. “It’s all right. I suppose, but 
I never saw two men who looked so 
much alike in my life.”

Baker now feigned lameness, say- 
it was impossible to walk 
back to Fredericksburg, and the of- 
fiver left him in charge of the sol- 
dier, while he took the pass to head- 
quarters for examination. 

The morning was hot and the sol- 


dier sleepy. When his guard had 
finally fallen into a slumber Baker 
softiy climbed . upon soldier's 


horse and rode slowly down the path; 
out of earshot, he headed for the Po- 
tomac through the woods. 

Toward nightfall he came upon a 
clearing in which an old man was 
making shingles. Asking the patri- 
arch the way to the Potomac River 
he received the reply, “I never heard 
of such a river.” Mr. Baker asked him 
if he knew the South had seceded. 
His reply was that he’d heard some- 
thing was going on, but that he 
hadn't taken much interest in politics 
since Jackson's time. 

Arriving in the evening at a farm 
the spy risked a rest there until 
morning. Abandoning the horse in 
the thicket he crawled into a hay- 
cock. Just before dawn he was 
startled by hearing a number of cav- 
alrymen riding around the house. 

One of them thrust his saber into 
the hay and it grazed the coat of the 
hidden spy, who was now grasping 
his revolver ready to shoot. 

A blade’s breadth was as good as a 
foot for Baker in this case, and with

Watching them out of sight, the 
spy crawled cautiously from the hay 
and made his way into the woods.

This 
information showed Mr. Baker that

Late in the afternoon the spy came 
suddenly upon a tent, pitched by the 
bank of a creek. He withdrew into 
the bushes and watched the tent, un- 
til at length he saw a soldier coming 
up the bank with fish. Another sol- 
dier joined the first, and the two sat 
in front of the tent and smoked.’ 

Hunger now drove the spy from 
cover and approaching the. soldiers, 
who proved to be German volunteers 
in the Confederate army, he asked 
them for food. They cooked him a 
savory mess of fish. After the meal 
Mr. Baker discovered that a small 
boat was anchored in the creek. He 
offered to buy the boat but the sol- 
diers refused to sell it. They reluc- 
tantly granted htm permission to 
sleep in their tent. Feigning wake- 
fulness, he sat outside for some time 
after they had retired; but they final- 
ly commanded him to come to bed, 
and made a place for him between 
themselves. 

The spy slept but lightly, watching 
for a chance to slip out and escape. 
The steel blue light of dawn was ap- 
pearing in the tent when he glided 
from between the two soldiers and 
gg his way noiselessly down to the

A Problem in Proportion. 


The strength of the anti-suffragists 
as demonstrated by the straw vote 


-[taken last Saturday at the baseball 
‘} game, is a subject of surprised wonder 


to those who had supposed, from the 
amount of nojse issuing from suffrage 
headquarters, that they were practi- 
cally the “whole thing.” 

“I had no idea the antis would poll 
such a big vote,” exclaimed a profes- 
sional man, as he read the result. 

I understand that the suffragists are 
very much discomfited over the out- 
come. According to published figures, 
as a matter of fact, the antis had a 
greater percentage in accordance with 
their representa than would at 
first 

Since there were two suffragists an 
but one anti at each ballot box, it is 
fair to conclude that the suffrage votes 
should have been wreater by two to 
one. Reasoning from this standpoint, 
since the antis scored 780 votes, the 
suffragists should have had twice as 
many, or 1560, instead of which they 
fell short almost 600, scoring a total 
of but 1070. 

Add to this the fact that every one 
of the more than 100 suffrage workers 
deposited votes in favor of their 
cause, and one feels at perfect liberty 
to subtract another 100 from their 
total, which would reduce it to 970 as 
against 780—a mere difference of 190 
in the grand totals.

They had taxed themselves 
one-fourth of their income from the 
only commercial »roduct of the island 
to build this church and v'-~-- an iron 
roof on it. All the other buildings on 
the island had thatched roofs. And, 
with the unerring instinct that Chris- 
tianity breathes thoughtful considera- 
tion for the needy, they had built a 
reservoir in connection with the 
church for storing water that the 
thirsty might drink and, when the 
water supply went short, the reservoir 
might provide water for all. 

How did this seeming miraculous 
knowledge come to these wild and un- 
tutored natives on this island in mid- 
ocean? 

It all came about through the love 
and loyalty of one woman on that is- 
land—Siakwe by name. Her husband 
went once to another island to work 
at his trade of carpentering and he 
took Siakwe with him. On this island 
there was a mission and its natives haJd 
learned ¢o read the first ten pages in 
the primer, to say the Ten Command- 
ments and the Lord’s Prayer. Siakwe 
never went to the mission but she ab- 
sorbed this liberal education from the 
women she met on that island. When 
she returned she taught her neighbors 
all she knew—hence the knowledge 
that became general over that island, 
the church, the Christianity. 

Behold, how eat the work of one 
woman who did what she could. 

The above story was told to the large 
audience at the First Congregational 
Church, Sunday morning, by Rev. Dr. 
Barton, the eloquent Chicago preach- 
er.

ARE JUBILANT.

“Delighted” was the word used by 
Mrs. Adeline Cornish when seen in 
the offices of the anti-suffrage organi- 
zation, No. 322 Exchange building. 
“We are simply delighted,” she ex- 
claimed, sweeping an armful of fresh 
literature from a chair. “You see 
we are submerged again this morning 
with stuff for which the towns all 
over the State are crying. How I

educational matter a deacription of our 
feelings over our victory last Satur- 
day at The Times straw ballot on 
woman suffrage. 

“You see we deliberately followed 
the rules of-the game as they must 
be followed in October, only. of course, 
we'll not take things quite so easy 
then. Last Saturday we sent some 
literature to be di:tributed, but we 
statione’ the messenger boys who 
were to give it out, the required 100 
feet from the entrance to the park, 
while the s-uffragists loaded theirs 
right into the grounds, clear up to the 
chairs on wh' *: the balict boxes stood. 

“Then we placed one watcher at 
each box, and we did not a bit of 
electioneering. The suffragists, on the 
contrary, had dose of women 
thronging the alleys leading to the 
bleachers, and the grand stand, and 
they buttonholed the men and talked 
and cajoled and pleaded, and scolded. 
Our ladies say, but here comes one 
now. ak her about it.” 

While Mrs. Cornish turned back to 
a desk heaped with letters, Miss Mar- 
garet Sipple continuec. the tale of the 
straw ballot. 

“It amused me to see the p:pers call 
it a suffrage victory. It reminded me 
of a small boy claiming that he had 
beaten his father at wrestling when 
the father had used one finger, and 
the smal! boy his hands, and feet, and 
all his strength. 

“The suffragiste used their full 
strength and electioneered right up to 
the ballot boxes. They swarmed 
every place. They gave out the bal- 
lots. ree separate women of them 
were c ugit with all the “no’s” torn 
off the ballots, just giving out the 
“ves p -t. I stopped one of them 
and an« her of our ladies stopped one 
and Henry Warnack stopped one. 

“Bome of the funniest things hap- 
pened. One woman watcher at a box 
kept saying, “Vote for your mother, 
your sweetheart. your wife." Then she 


‘would watch the ballot drop in. If 


it said ‘yes’ she would say, bless 
you” If it said ‘no’ she would cry, 
‘Don't be a fool!’ 

“I laughed until I nearly cried. All 
of our ladies took it as a sort of lark. 
We let the suffragists work themselves 
nearly to death, and we, just a lone 
four of us, stood by, and then see how 
emall their majority was! If we had 
worked as they did—*--* we h ve no 
desire to do as they did. 

‘One thing noticeable throughout 
was the number of -ensible-looking 
men, who refused to vote either way, 
Of course, all the suffragists voted and 
they had all thcir friends there, too, 
while we had not a word to any 
one. Oh, it was great! We know 
what we have up our sleeve, and we 
have seen their strength, their am- 
munition, and their tactics. Talk 
about October 10! It will be a land- 
slide for us.”

FINAL ARGUMENTS IN VALLEY 
CASE NEXT MONTH. 
Chairman of the State Board of: 
Rafiroad Commissioners Says That 
the Conclusion of the Hearing Will 
Probably Be in San Francisco the 


Decisions may be rendered in two 
cases of importance to Los Angeles 
now pending before the State Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, within 
sixty days. According to John M. 
Eshleman, chairman of the board, who 
was in Los Angeles, yesterday, the 
final arguments in the San Joaquin 
Valley rate hearing are to be heard, 
probably in the San Francisco, Sep- 
tember 13.

Information to the effect that de 
Torra was hiding in the big grove 
came to the Sheriff's office Sunday 
night. when Alonzo Lee, a rancher, 
reported that he had _ recognized de 


Torra and saw Meaican boys an 


food to him. 

Bright and early yesterday morn- 
ing Deputies Wright, Frank Cochran, 
Billy Eryer, George Churchill, Bill 
Reynolds and City Marshal Traugber 
left Watts in the Sheriff's big réd 
automobile to follow up the cie. 
When the grove was reached the 
deputies scattered’ and scoured every 
foot of ground in the grove in search 
of de Torra. After a few hours beat- 
ing the thick undergrowth and rush, 
Deputies Wright and .Cochran found 
the hiding place. De Torra was no- 
where to be seen but the officers 
believe he slept in the nastliy con- 
structed Rut Sunday night and 
slipped past the deputies in the 
early morning light and made his 
way in the direction of Norwalk 
where he is supposed to have friends. 

The Norwalk ‘tip’ reached the 
Sheriffs office yesterday noon and 
Under Sheriff Brain and Deputy 
Dave Lorimer hastened to the little 
village in an automobile.
